CHAPTER    I. 


OF  ADMISSION. 

I.  There  shall  be  four  classes  in  the  College,  namely:  classes. 
the  Senior,  Junior,  Sophomore,  and  Freshman  classes. 

II.  The  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  shall 

take  place  on  the  day  before   Commencement,  and  at  Examination 

r  Jm  t  for  admission 

the  close  of  the  vacation  immediately  succeeding;  and 
shall  be  conducted  by,  at  least,  three  members  of  the 
Faculty  ;  extraordinary  cases  excepted. 

III.  It  is  required  of  all  candidates,  that  they  bring    Quaiifica- 
satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character ;  be  mission. 
well  versed  in  the  Grammar  of  the  English,  Latin,  and 
Greek  Languages,  including  Prosody ;  and  be  able  to 
construe  and  parse  Virgil,  Cicero's   Select  Orations, 
Sallust,  Jacobs'   Greek  Reader,  or  an  equivalent,  and 

the  Four  Gospels,  and  to  translate  English  into  Latin 
correctly.  They  must  also  be  well  acquainted  with 
Arithmetick,  Ancient  and  Modern  Geography,  Algebra 
to  the  end  of  Simple  Equations,  an  abridged  System  of 
Rhetorick,  and  some  History  of  the  United  States. 
Candidates,  for  an  advanced   stapding,  must  be  well 
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vqrsed  in  all  the  preceding  studies  of  the  class  which 
they  propose  to  enter. 
Tuition  paid      iy.  Those,  who  are  admitted  to  the  Freshman  class, 

in  advance.  '  ' 

shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the  tuition  of  one  term  in 

advance,  which  shall  be  credited  upon  their  term  bills. 

Advanced  Those  admitted  to  an  advanced  standing  shall  pay  the 

standing.  ,  .  ."  . 

whole  tuition,  which  has  accrued  up  to  the  time  of 
examination,  including  the  current  term  ;  except  in 
case  of  their  entrance,  upon  regular  dismission,  from 
other  Colleges. 

Bonds.  V.  At,  or  before  the  beginning  of  the  term  next 

following  the  admission  of  any  student,  he  shall  give 
to  the  Treasurer  his  bond,  with  a  satisfactory  surety, 
conditioned  for  the  payment  of  his  term  bills  and  all 
other  legal  College  charges.  No  student  shall  con- 
tinue to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  College,  who  shall 
fail  to  comply  with  this  requisition. 

Admission.  VI.  Immediately  after  the  examination  of  candi- 
dates,  each  one,  who  is  approved  and  accepted,  shall 
be  directed  to  the  Treasurer,  and  after  having  paid  the 
tuition  required  in  advance,  shall  receive  a  ticket  of 
admission,  signed  by  the  President,  accompanied  with 
a  copy  of  the  laws, 
circular  to      VII.  In  order  to  secure  parental  influence  and  au- 

parents.  thority,  as  much  as  possible,  in  aid  of  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  College  laws,  the  President,  immediately 
on  the  admission  of  any  student,  shall  forward  to  his 
parent  or  guardian,  a  circular  letter,  containing  such 
extracts  fpom  the  College  laws,  and  such  suggestions 
as  shall  be  judged  expedient, 
students  in     VIII.  Persons  who  desire  to  attend  the  Lectures 

partmeota  and  Recitatious  of  particular  departments  only,  with- 
out reference  to  a  Degree,  may  have  that  privilege  ; 
provided  they  are  prepared  to  enter  upon  the  studies 
of  such  departments,  and  become  subject  to  the  laws 
of  College,  as  other  students,  so  far  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Faculty. 
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CHAPTER  II. 


OF  THE  FACULTY. 

I.  The  executive  authority  of  the  College  is  vested  '  Executive 

°  authority. 

in  the  President,  Academical  Professors,  and  Tutors, 
who  shall  be  styled  the  Faculty  of  Dartmouth 
College  ;  and  who  shall  have  authority  to  make  all 
orders  and  regulations  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect 
their  respective  powers  and  duties. 

II.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Faculty,  a  majority  shall  ®^m' 
constitute  a  quorum  for  business.     They  shall  appoint  Records. 
a  Clerk  of  their  body,  who  shall  keep  a  record  of  their 
proceedings,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Trustees,  at  every 
annual  meeting. 

III.  The   Faculty  shall  provide  a  book,  in  which  R^istGr' 
they  shall  keep  a  Record  of  the  names  of  all  students 
admitted  to  College,  of  their  age,  place  of  abode,  place 

of  preparatory  education,  the  names  of  parents  or  guar- 
dians; of  all  absences  and  returns  during  term  time,  and 
of  dismissions,  from  whatever  cause ;  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  the  Trustees. 

IV.  The  Faculty,  during   term   time,   will  devote  Duties  of  the

themselves  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. — 
And  it  is  particularly  and  earnestly  recommended, 
that  they  take  care  to  exercise,  as  far  as  possible,  a 
parental  authority  over  the  students  ;  that  they  inform 
themselves  respecting  each  one's  moral  and  literary 
character,  and  also  of  his  connexions,  and  their  expec- 
tations from  him  ;  that  they  avail  themselves  of  this 
information,  in  frequent  and  familiar  intercourse  with 
the  students,  at  their  rooms  and  elsewhere,  to  admin- 
ister  caution    and    counsel,    and    encouragement,    as

circumstances  may  require,  to  reprove  every  known 
violation  of  decorum,  and  to  check  every  perceived 
tendency  to  negligence  or  dissipation,  however  not 
worthy  of  exemplary  punishment;  that  they  use  all 
fit  occasions  to  engage  the  common  sentiment  on  the 
side  of  virtue,  to  discourage  the  concealment  of 
crime,  to  correct  feelings  of  false  delicacy  and  false 
honor,  and  to  fix  the  persuasion  in  every  mind,  that 
the  interests,  both  of  the  Faculty  and  Students,  as  they 
are  really,  so  ought  to  be  effectively  and  apparently 
identified. 

The  faculty  shall  hold  stated  meetings  to  deliberate 
on  the  general  state  of  College,  and  to  devise  measures 
by  which  the  system  of  instruction  and  discipline  may 
be  improved. 

V.  The  President  shall  superintend  the  general 
affairs  of  the  College,  and  see  that  the  course  of  in- 
struction and  discipline  is  carried  into  effect ;  and  shall 
call  occasional  meetings  of  the  Faculty  and  execute 
their  measures.  He  shall  be  particular  to  acquaint 
himself  with  all  the  concerns  and  interests  of  the 
College,  to  study  the  augmentation  of  its  resources^ 
and  the  increase  of  its  usefulness.  He  shall  correspond 
with  other  Institutions,  and  avail  himself  of  all  im- 
provements that  take  place  in  the  various  departments 
of  liberal  education.  At  the  commencement  of  every 
college  year,  he  shall  assemble  the  students  in  the. 
Chapel,  read  such  extracts  from  the  Laws  as  he  shall 
judge  expedient,  and  call  their  minds  to  the  high 
objects  and  duties  before  them.  He  shall  present  to 
the  Trustees,  at  the  annual  meeting,  a  Report  on  the 
general  state,  interests,-  and  wants  of  the  College,  re- 
commending for  adoption,  such  laws  and  measures  as 
the  Faculty  shall  think  important  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Institution. 

VI.  Individual  Officers  of  the  Faculty  shall  have 
authority  to  administer  private  admonition.     Fines  and 
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other  punishments  shall  be  inflicted  only  by  the  Fac- 
ulty and  no  individual  Officer  shall  ever  dispense  with 
any  of  their  votes  or  orders. 

VII.  The  President  shall    appoint   Monitors,   and  Monitors  and 
other  necessary  subsidiary  Officers,  and  shall  prescribe     'officasfc' 
their  duties.     Any  student,  so  appointed,  who  shall  fail 
to  perform  his  duties,  shall  forfeit  his  compensation, 
and  be  liable   to  other  punishment,  according  to  the 
aggravation  of  his  offence. 


CHAPTER  III 


OF  RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES  AND  ORSERVANCES* 

I.  Students  are  strictly  required  to  attend  morning  Attendant 
and  evening  prayers,   in  the  Chapel,  publick  worship  exerciSi." 
on  the  Sabbath,  and  other  prescribed  religious  exer- 
cises, seasonably  and  with  all  due  reverence.     If  any 

one  shall  unnecessarily  neglect  such  attendance,  or 
fail  of  a  proper  decorum,  he  shall  be  liable^  to  any  of 
the  punishments,  according  to  the  aggravation  of  his 
offence.  Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained,  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  violate  the  right  of  conscience  of 
any  individual,  who  shall  have  avowed  attendance,  at 
the  usual  place  of  public  worship,  to  be  against  his 
religious  sentiments,  and  shall  have  obtained  leave  of 
the  President  to  attend  elsewhere,  in  the  town  of  Han- 
over. 

II.  It  is  enjoined  on  all  the  students,  to  observe  the   observance 
Lord's  day  as  holy  and  sacred  to  religious  duties;  to 
abstain  during  that  season,  from  classical  studies,  and 

from  all  such  reading  and  conversation,  as  are  incon- 
sistent with  its  religious  observance.     If  any  student 
shall,  on   the  Sabbath,  or  evening  preceding  or  suc- 
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ceeding,  engage  in  unnecessary  business  or  diversion, 
or  shall  walk  unnecessarily  in  the  street,  fields,  or  else- 
where, or  shall,  in  any  wise  conduct  indecently,  or 
wickedly,  he  shall  be  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Faculty. 
Daily  wor-  HI.  At  morning  and  evening  prayers,  a  portion  of 
the  Scriptures  shall  be  read  by  the  officiating  Officer, 
to  which  singing  may  be  added  at  his  discretion. 

IV.  In  order  to  the  useful  occupation  of  the  Lord's 
day,  a  Biblical  exercise  shall  be  attended  by  the  sev- 
eral classes,  on  the  evening  of  that  day,  or  Monday 
morning,  under  the  care  of  such  officers  as  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Faculty,  consisting  of  recitations 
from  given  portions  of  the  scriptures,  with  appropriate 
explanations  and  remarks  from  the^espective  instruc- 
ters.  This  exercise  may  be  a  substitute  for  one  of  the 
required  recitations  on  Monday.

CHAPTER    IV. 


Studies. 


Classics. 


OF  STUDIES  AND    INSTRUCTION. 

I.  Instruction  will  be  given  to  the  students,  during 
the  four  year's  course,  in  the  English,  Latin,  Greek, 
and  Hebrew  Languages;  Grammar,  Rhetorick,  and 
Oratory;  Mathematical  and  Physical  Sciences  and 
Astronomy ;  Anatomy ;  Intellectual  and  Moral  Philo- 
sophy ;  Ancient  and  Modern  History,  and  Geography ; 
Natural  History,  and  Geology  ;  Political  Economy  and 
Civil  Polity  ;  and  Theology.  Instruction  may  also  be 
given  in  the  modern  languages,  and  other  departments 
of  learning,  as  may  from  time  to  time,  be  directed  by 
the  Trustees. 

II.  The  students  shall  procure  and  use  such  books, 
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and  observe,  such  an  arrangement  of  studies,  as  shall  be 
appointed. 

III.  The  hours  of  study  are,  in  the  summer  months,    Hours  of 
from  eight,  and  at  all  other  seasons  of  the  year,  fromsu  y* 
nine  to  twelve  o'clock,  A.  M. ;  and  from  two,  P.  M. 
throughout  the  year,  except  the  afternoon  of  Saturday, 

till  prayers.     During  these  hours,  and  after  nine  o'clock    students  to 
in  the  evening,  the  students  are  required  to  be  at  their  r0omg. 
rooms,  to  abstain  from  all  loud   conversation,  singing, 
playing  on  musical  instruments,   and  from  all    other 
noise  which  may  cause  interruption. 

IV.  The   Faculty  shall  assign  a  certain  number  of   Rooms  to 
rooms  to  the  several  officers,  to  be  visited  weekly,  or 
oftener,  for  the  general  purposes  contemplated  by  the 

laws. 

V.  The  students  shall  punctually  attend  the  various  Recitations, 
recitations,  lectures,  and  other  exercises  prescribed  by 

the  Faculty.  The  recitations  shall  be  attended  three 
times  each  day,  by  the  three  lower  classes,  except 
on  Wednesday  and  Saturday,  when  only  two  shall  be 
required.  Of  the  Senior  class  two  recitations  only, 
each  day,  exclusive  of  composition,  and  lectures,  shall 
be  required,  throughout  the  year. 

VI.  The  Freshman  and  Sophomore  classes  shall  read  Reading  ana 
and  declaim  statedly  in  private,  and  occasionally  in  pub-  ec  amatloa 
lick,  before  the  Professor  of  Rhetorick  and  Oratory. 

And  members  of  the  several  classes  shall  declaim,  in 
rotation,  before  the  Faculty  and  all  the  classes,  in  the 
Chapel,  on  every  Wednesday,  at  two  o'clock,  P.  M., 
such  and  so  many  of  them  as  the  Professor  of  Rhetoric'k 
shall  direct.  Nothing  shall  be  spoken,  which  shall  not 
have  been  approved  by  the  Professor  of  Rhetorick. 

VII.  Frequent  exercises  in  English  composition  shall  Exercisegin 
be  required  of  the  students  ;  also  written  translations  composition. 
from  Latin  into  English,  and   English  into  Latin,  and 

from  Greek  into  English,  by  the  two  lower  classes. 
On  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month,  and  oftener, 


&c 
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when  the  Faculty  judge  it  expedient,  four  members  at 
least,  of  the  Senior  class,  shall  hold  a  forensick  dispu- 
tation in  the  Chapel,  on  a  subject  or  subjects  given  by 
the  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy  and  Political  Econ- 
omy,  immediately  after  the  public   speaking ;  at  the 
close  of  which  the  professor  shall  briefly  sum  up  the 
arguments,  and  speak  himself  to  the  merits  of  the  ques- 
tion.    And,  in  order  that  the  minds  of  the  students  may 
be  disciplined  to  a  ready  division  of  subjects  and  arrange-? 
ment  of  their  thoughts,  the  members  of  the  Sophomore 
and  Junior  classes  shall  occasionally  exhibit  skeletons 
on  a  given  subject,  generally  raised  from  their  respec- 
tive branches  and  text  books,  and  shall  be  called  on  to 
criticise,  freely,  each   other's   performances ;  the  per- 
formances themselves  and  criticisms  to  be  afterwards 
subject  to  the  remarks  of  the  instructer. 
Reviewing,      VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  instructer,  imme- 
diately previous  to  the  delivery  of  a  new  lecture,  or  the 
hearing  of  a  new  recitation,  to  examine  his  class  thor-? 
oughly,  on  the  subjects  of  the  preceding  lecture  or  reci- 
tation, when  the  nature  of  the  study  will  admit ;  and, 
if  possible,  to  give  every  student  an  opportunity  of  per- 
forming some  part  in  every  exercise  of  his  class. 
Kew  branch-     IX.  Whenever  the  students  shall  enter  upon  a  new 
iow°tn  iVeri  branch  of  study,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  instructer 
upon.    j.q  remark,  at  lengih,   upon  its  nature  and  object,  the 
best   method  of  pursuing  it,  the  helps   and  facilities 
which  may  be  conveniently  used  in  the  investigation  of 
it,  with  such  other  hints  and  suggestions,  as  may  serve 
to  excite  a  general  interest  in  that  and  other  kindred 
branches.     And  every  text  book  and  branch  of  study 
shall  be  carefully  reviewed  in  its  progress,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  instructer,  and  generally  at  its  close,  that 
the  mind  of  every  student  may  be  thoroughly  possessed 
of  it. 
practical     X.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  officers  of 
eMttndica.   the  several   departments,  that  they  make  it  their  oifre 
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to  cultivate  the  mind  of  every  student  under  their  in- 
struction; that,  while  they  require  diligent  attention  to 
the  prescribed  textbooks,  they  make  use  of  these  books 
especially  to  convey  the  knowledge  of  subjects  connect- 
ed with  their  departments  ;  that  they  give  all  due  ex- 
planations on  every  subject,  noticing  its  relations  and 
practical  uses,  without  regard  to  the  length  of  time 
which  such  service  may  require. 

XI.  The  Faculty  shall  have  power  to  vary  the  order  Text  booki, 
of  the  College  studies,  to  select  such  text  books  as  the 

good  of  the  Institution  may  require,  and  to  prescribe 
such  portions  of  the  studies,  larger  or  smaller,  as  shall, 
in  their  view,  conduce  most  to  the  benefit  of  the  stu- 
dents ;  always  reporting  such  changes  to  the  Trustees, 
for  their  concurrence  at  the  succeeding  annual  meeting. 

XII.  It  shall  constitute  part  of  the  duties  of  each  Instructers. 
instructer,  to  hand  to  the  President  a  Report,  exhibit-  pv0nt!y  re 
ing,  for  the  week  preceding,  the  days  and  the  subjects 

of  lecture  and  recitation,  the  time  occupied  in  each  re- 
spectively, the  presence  or  absence  of  each  member  of 
the  class,  the  degree  of  the  attention  and  proficiency  of 
each  student,  estimated  by  a  common  method  of  nota- 
tion, with  an  account,  also,  of  all  absences  from  prayers, 
general  moral  deportment,  and  of  any  punishments  that 
may  have  been  inflicted.  A  consolidated  report,  founded     Annual  re- 

J  .  potts. 

on  these  weekly  reports,  and  presenting,  in  a  summary 
form,  the  points  of  information  called  for  by  them,  shall 
be  laid  before  the  Trustees,  at  the  annual  meeting. 
And  such  parts  of  this  report  as  relate  to  the  subjects  of 
study,  and  the  punctuality  of  the  students  at  the  publick 
and  private  exercises  of  the  College,  shall  also  be  for- 
warded to  their  parents  or  guardians,  with  a  copy  of 
their  term  bills.  And  from  these  weekly  reports  there 
shall  be  made  out,  once  in  each  year,  a  general  scale 
of  merit,  for  the  use  of  the  faculty,  and  subject  to  theMerit* 
inspection  of  the  Trustees  and  the  parents  and  guar- 
dians of  the  students.

And 
tat  ions,  "  particularly,  the  President  shall  be  present  at  the  reci- 
tations of  the  several  classes,  as  often  as  he  shall  judge 
expedient,  carefully  noticing  the  appearance  and  per- 
formance of  every  student,  and  seeking  to  exert  a  quick- 
ening influence  through  all  the  departments.

performed,  advantages  of  College,  it  is  required  that  all  exercises, 
which  shall  not  have  been  attended  by  reason  of  ab- 
sence, or  from  other  causes,  not  exceeding  one  week, 
shall  be  performed  by  the  student  on  his  next  attend- 
ance with  his  class,  or,  as  his  instructer  shall  direct. 
And  in  case  of  absence  for  more  than  one  week,  he 
shall  be  required  to  attend,  either  during  his  absence, 
or  in  the  next  vacation,  to  the  studies  pursued  by  his 
class,  subject  to  an  examination  on  his  return,  and  shall 
not  be  considered  in  regular  standing  with  his  class, 
until  these  requisitions  shall  be  satisfactorily  complied 
with. 
Attendance      XV.  No  student,  while  residing  in  Hanover,  shall

and  no  student  shall  attend  a  dancing  school,  or  thea- 
trical exhibition,  in  Hanover,  or  the  vicinity,  in  term 
time.  Any  student  who  shall  disregard  this  prohibi- 
tion shall  be  subject  to  a  fine,  for  the  first  offence,  and, 
in  case  of  repetition  to  any  of  the  higher  punishments. 
eblenctTc!  XVI.  Unallowed  absence  from  any  of  the  College 
exercises,  or  refusal  to  perform  them,  or  negligence,  or 
indecorum  in  the  time  of  performance,  to  which  no 
specific  penalty  is  annexed,  shall  be  punished  at  the 
discretion  of  the  faculty. 

Habitual  in-      XVII.  Whenever  the  incompetency,  or  habitual  in- 
attention to  . 
study.         attention  of  any  student,  shall  make  it  evident,   that 

neither  his  own  interests,  nor  the  interests  of  the  Col- 
lege, can  be  promoted  by  his  continuance,  his  parent 
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or  guardian  shall  be  requested  to  remove  him.  If  the 
parent  or  guardian  shall  fail  to  comply  with  this  re- 
quest, the  student's  connexion  with  the  College  shall 
cease  by  special  act  of  the  Faculty. 


CHAPTER    V. 

ENCOURAGEMENTS  AND  REWARDS. 

I.  On  the  day  succeeding  Commencement,  a  pub-  .p"ze speak- 
lie  exhibition  of  competitors  for  the  prizes  for  Elocu- 
tion shall  be  holden,  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty. 

II.  The  speakers  shall  be  six  from  each  of  the  two  Speakers- 
highest  classes  of  undergraduates,  selected  in  the  man-  classes. 
ner  the  Faculty  may  think  best.     No  piece  shall  be 
spoken  except  it  has  been  previously  approved  by  the 
Professor  of  Rhetorick.     A  committee  of  five  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  board  of  Trustees,  together  with  such 

of  their  own  number  as  may  be  joined,  and  shall  award, 
immediately  after  the  exhibition,  to  the  four  best  speak- 
ers, such  prizes  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Trustees ; 
provided,  the  two  highest  prizes  may  not  be  awarded, 
if  the  speakers  are  not  deemed  worthy. 

III.  There  shall  be  an  annual  examination  of  all  the  ?ubHc  exam" 

ination. 

classes,  at  such  time  as  the  Faculty  shall  appoint ; 
continued  not  less  that  ten  days,  in  the  presence  of 
such  of  the  Trustees,  as  may  be  able  to  attend,  and  a 
committee  of  gentlemen  from  the  community  at  large, 
designated  by  the  Faculty.  The  examining  commit- 
tee shall  be  requested  to  mark,  by  numbers,  their  esti-  ducted. 
mate  of  the  performance  of  each  student,  which  shall 
also  be  done  by  the  members  qf  the  Faculty.  These 
estimates  shall  be  used  by  the  Faculty  in  forming  the 
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next  scale  of  merit.  The  examining  committee  shall 
also  be  requested  to  prepare  a  brief  report  for  the 
Trustees,  communicating  their  views  of  the  general 
appearance  of  the  students  under  examination,  and 
whatever  has  seemed  defective  or  meritorious  in  any 
of  the  departments  of  instruction.  From  this  examin- 
ation no  student  shall  absent  himself,  without  leave  of 
the  Faculty,  and  on  conditions  prescribed  by  them, 
under  pain  of  any  punishment  not  exceeding  dismis- 
sion from  College. 

The  Senior  class  shall  have   a  recess  of  five 
weeks,  immediately  previous  to  the  Friday  before  Com- 
mencement.

PUNISHMENTS. 

Design  of      VI.  As  it  is  the   great  object  of  the   Trustees   and

the  Librarian  shall  be  responsible  for  all  dues.

ficate from  the  Treasurer,  that  all  his  College  bills,  in- 
cluding the  graduating  fee,  are  settled,  or  his  degree 
will  not  be  conferred  that  year. 
Requisites  V.  Every  Bachelor  of  three  year's  standing,  having 
ter's  adegree"  sustained  a  good  character,  and  having  paid  to  the 
President,  five  dollars,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  degree 
of  Master  of  Arts.  The  exercise  to  be  performed  by 
a  candidate  for  a  Master's  degree,  at  commencement, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  examination  of  the  President, 
at  least  two  days  beforehand.

RESIDENT  GRADUATES. 

I.  Any  person  of  approved  moral  character,  having 
been  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  or  Master  of 
Arts,  may  be  admitted  to  the  privilege  of  a  Resident 
Graduate,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  rules  and 
regulations  which  are  applicable  to  such  persons. 

II.  Resident  Graduates  may  be  allowed  to  occupy 
rooms  in  College,  on  the  same  conditions,  and  under 
the  same  regulation,  as  Undergraduates,  and  to  attend 
the  public  lectures  of  the  Professors. 

III.  No  person  shall  exercise  or  enjoy  any  of  the 
privileges  of  a  Resident  Graduate,  until  he  shall  have 
given  a  satisfactory  bond  to  the  Treasurer,  in  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  pay  all  College  dues,  as  is 
required  of  the  Undergraduates.
